Throughout  the  College  course,  there  will  be  a  weekly  recitation  in  the 
Greek  Testament  by  the  College  classes. 

Instruction  in  Modern  Languages  and  Hebrew  will  be  given,  if  desired. 

Frequent  and  stated  exercises  in  Elocution  and  Composition  are  required 
throughout  the  course.  Ancient  Geography,  and  Greek  and  Roman  Antiqui- 
ties are  studied  in  connection  with  the  languages.  Translations  and  exerci- 
ses in  Greek  and  Latin  composition,  are  also  required. 

Manuals.— Zumpt's  Latin  Grammar;  Crosby's  Greek  Grammar;  Anthon's 
Classical  Dictionary  of  Antiquities ;  Fiske's  Manual  of  Classical  Literature. 


LECTURES. 

In  the  Department  of  Chemistry  and  Natural  Philosophy,  the 
subjects  taught  are  ilkistrated  by  experiments ;  and,  in  the  sum- 
mer term,  occasional  Lectures  will  be  given  by  the  Professor  in 
this  Department,  before  the  whole  body  of  students,  on  the  pre- 
servation of  health. 

On  Mineralogy  and  Geology,-  lectures  will  be  given  with  the 
exhibition  of  specimens  and  drawings. 

Lectures  also  will  be  given  to  the  Senior  Class,  on  Interna- 
tional Law,  Political  Economy,  and  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy. 

In  the  Classical  Department,  occasional  lectures  will  be  given 
on  the  authors  read. 


m 
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DEGREES. 

On  the  completion  of  the  full  course,  students  will,  if  approved 
on  examination,  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
and  three  years  thereafter  may  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts. 

Individuals  desirous  of  pursuing  select  portions  of  the  course, 
will  be  admitted  to  the  recitations  and  other  exercises  of  the 
classes,  and  if  it  is  desired,  will  receive  a  written  certificate, 
stating  the  number  of  sessions  passed  at  the  University,  and  the 
branches  of  study  to  which  they  have  devoted  their  attention. 


PUBLIC   WORSHIP. 

Prayers  are  attended  in  the  College  Chapel  every  morning, 
with  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  and  all  the  students  are 
required  to  be  present.  They  are  also  required  to  attend  public 
worship  on  the  Sabbath  in  the  Chapel,  except  such  as  have  per- 
mission to  attend  worship  elsewhere. 


DISCIPLINE. 

Records  are  kept  by  the  Faculty,  exhibiting  accurately  the 
standing  of  each  student  in  scholarship  and  deportment.  A  low 
standing  on  either  record  Avill  be  followed  by  a  private  admonition, 
and  notice  of  the  same  will  be  given  to  the  parent  or  guardian. 
Unexcused  absence  from  a  public  examination,  or  continued 
delinquency,  may  subject  the  offender  to  degradation  to  some 
lower  class,  or  to  separation  from  the  Institution.  It  is  believed, 
however,  that  a  prompt  and  judicious  cooperation  on  the  part  of 
parents  or  guardians,  will  relieve  the  Faculty  from  the  necessity 
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of  resorting  to  severe  measures,  and  that  the  ends  of  good  gov- 
ernment maj  be  secured  bj  means  that  will  save  the  feelings  and 
character  of  the  student. 


LEAYE    OF    ABSENCE. 

No  student  is  allowed  to  be  absent,  without  special  leave, 
except  in  vacations.  The  absence  of  a  student  in  term  time, 
even  for  a  daj,  occasions  much  greater  injury  than  is  commonly 
supposed  by  parents  or  guardians.  During  the  vacations,  on  the 
contrary,  parents  are  advised  not  to  allow  their  sons  to  remain  at 
CoUe're. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

There  are  three  public  examinations  each  year,  at  the  close  of 
each  College  term,  to  which  the  Trustees  of  the  University,  the 
parents  and  guardians  of  students,  and  all  persons  who  feel  inter- 
ested in  science  andliterature,  are  invited. 


TERMS   AND    VACATIONS. 

The  College  year  is  divided  into  three  terms.  The  annual 
Commencement  is  on  the  j&rst  Wednesday  of  August,  after  which 
there  is  a  vacation  of  six  weeks.  The  first  term  commences  from 
and  after  the  expiration  of  the  autumnal  vacation,  and  continues 
to  about  the  21st  of  December,  when  there  is  a  vacation  of  two 
weeks.  The  second  term  begins  at  the  expiration  of  the  winter 
vacation,  and  continues  until  the  first  Wednesday  of  April,  when 
there  is  a  vacation  of  four  weeks.     After  the  expiration  of  the 
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pring  vacation,  the  third  term  begins  and  continues  to  the  annual 
commencement. 


LITEKARY   SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  Univer- 
sitj,  the  Athenian  and  Philomathean,  each  of  which  has  a  Hall 
and  Library,  and  in  which  students  may  enjoy  the  advantages  of 
exercises  in  Declamation,  Composition  and  Debate,  besides  becom- 
ing familiar  with  the  proper  modes  of  conducting  business  in 
deliberative  assemblies. 


'LIBRARIES,  ETC 


The  LiBKARiES  of  the  University  and  of  the  Societies  contain 
a  large  number  of  choice  and  valuable  books.  To  these  additions 
are  made  from  time  to  time. 

There  is  a  supply  of  Apparatus,  amply  sufficient  to  afford  the 
means  for  a  satisfactory  illustration  of  the  most  important  doc- 
trines in  the  various  departments  of  Mathematics,  Astronomy, 
Natural  Philosophy,  and  Chemistry. 

The  MiNERALOGiCAL  CABINET  is  well  selected,  and  enriched 
by  the  extensive  and  valuable  collection  of  Professor  Mather, 
thus  constituting  one  of  the  largest  and  best  cabinets  of  Minerals 
in  our  country,  and  affording  the  means  of  a  very  complete  exhi- 
bition of  the  subjects  of  Mineralogy  and  Geology.

The  Trustees  have 
authorized,  for  a  limited  time,  the  sale  of  scholarships  at  the  fol- 
lowing rate  :  Three  years'  tuition  for $15.00 

Scholarships  can  be  procured  from  L.  Jewett  and  J.  M.  Dana, 
Esqs.,  in  Athens. 

The  sum  of  $80  will  cover  all  the  necessary  expenses,  exclu- 
sive of  clothes  and  books,  of  a  student  at  College,  for  the  year; 
and  the  allowance  of  more  is  generally  injurious  in  its  influence 
on  his  improvement  and  good  conduct.  By  self-boarding  and 
economy  in  other  matters,  the  expense  may  be  reduced  one  half. 
This  course  of  frugality  some  of  our  best  students  are  pursuing. 
Thus  to  all  young  men,  however  limited  their  means,  the  way  is 
open  to  all  the  advantages  of  the  University. 
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The  Ohio  University  is  the  oldest  Institution  of  the  kind  in 
the  State.  It  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  in  the 
year  1804.  Its  graduates  are  found  among  the  most  distinguished 
men  in  our  country.  The  College  edifices  are  large  and  commo- 
dious, and  afford  ample  room  for  the  accommodation  of  two  hun- 
dred students.  The  campus,  in  which  the  College  buildings  are 
situated,  contains  ten  acres,  filled  with  a  great  variety  of  forest 
and  ornamental  trees.  The  village  of  Athens  is  a  peculiarly 
desirable  site  for  a  public  institution  of  learning.  It  is  located 
on  the  banks  of  the  Hockhocking,  about  thirty  miles  from  the 
Ohio  river,  and  in  its  position  is  elevated  and  healthful,  com- 
manding a  scenery  eminently  picturesque  and  beautiful.  Its 
population,  which  is  now  increasing,  consists  of  about  1400 
persons,  distinguished  for  intelligence,  refinement,  religion  and 
morality.  The  sale  of  ardent  spirits  is  not  suffered  in  the  town. 
Everything  is  favorable  to  the  intellectual  and  moral  good  of  the 
student.  Soon,  one  or  more  raiboads  passing  through  the  place 
will  be  finished,  which  will  bring  the  town  in  close  proximity 
to  Cincinnati,  Chillicothe,  Columbus,  and  every  other  prominent 
points  in  the  State.  The  Academical  year  which  is  now  closing 
has  been  in  every  respect  unusually  prosperous.  There  has  been 
an  increase  each  successive  term,  and  the  promise  of  a  steady 
and  large  increase  is  better  than  it  has  before  been  for  some 
years.
